Schneider explained that if an additional business should locate to the other vacant suite in the building that this
proposed sign allows for a second sign underneath, meeting the height requirements.

Currently, the sign ordinance in the
Principle Shopping District does allow for reader boards, but not digital reader boards. Schneider said that they will be
working on the Sign Ordinance over the winter months and are currently looking for initial thoughts and comments
from the PSD Board. The board and Schneider discussed various options and possible regulations regarding digital
reader boards.
